ai&te, that it has no power to pass laws unfriend- 
ly to slavery, and that it is its duty to protect 
slavery iu the Territories during the Territorial 
state. He does not think that the people of a 
Territory have any power or right to legislate 
against slavery during the Territorial state, and 
that they can only exercise this power when they 
form a Constitution preparatory to aduiissiou into 
the Union as a sovereign .State. 

Up to this point we agree with Mr. Magoffin in 
every particular. This position is the only one 
that can be maintained in Kentucky. When, 
however, Mr. Magoffin developes fully his idea 
o f Congressional protection, and says what it is 
that be wants, we disagree with him. Our disa- 
greement, however, is only as to the mode, the 
measure, and the time of Congressional action. 
We agree fully as to the principle, and disagree 
ouly iu opinion as to the mode and the quantity of 
the protection that springs from that fundamental 
principle, against which no politician in Ken- 
tucky can contend and live. Mr. Magoffin con- 
cedes the principle in this matter and the point 
in question, and is wrong only in applying his 
private opinions thereto. It might be difficult, 
however, to find two men >vho agree exactly as to 
the mode und quantity cl' this protection, while all 
m-av agree perfectly in demanding it, us the logical 
aud legal sequence of a great overriding princi- 
ple which admits of no two opinions. There was 
hardly ever a law passed by Congress about which 
those who agreed as to the leading act itself, did 
not d'.-ugree among themselves as to some of its 
provisions. 

Mr. M agothn holds that the Territorial Legis- 
lature is the mere agent of Congress, aud that 
what is done by the agent is virtually the act of 
the principal. He maintains that the extension 
of the fugitive slave law, and the Ftderal Courts, 
including the Supreme Court of the nation, over 
the Territories by Congress is Congressional pro * 
tecuoa to slavery in those Territories. He thinks 
that for the present, this is sufficient protection 
from the fact that fugitive slaves may be recov- 
ered, aud any laws passed against slavery in the 
Territories may be declared unconstitutional and 
void by the courts, establised there by Congress.

Cornelius O I lynn has been removed as Post 
master of Detroit, and Henry N. Walker has been 
appointed to till the vacancy. The Postotiice De- 
partment has had this case under consideration 
for some months. 

I)r. Fornejr, the Superintendent of Indian 
Allairs for L tab, writes to the Indian bu- 
reau under date of March the 18th, that he 
is in possession of such reliable information as 
leaves no doubt of the complicity of the Mormons 
in the Mountain Meadow massacres, and that a 
few days after it, there was distributed to each of 
the leading church dignitaries thirty dollars' 
worth of property. 

The seventeen children who escaped were in his 
care, and arrangements had been made to restore 
them to their friends in Arkansas. 

Arrival of the Overland Mail 

St. Lolis, April 30. — The overland mail of the 
8tli has arrived. 

Ships were arriving freely. 

Market surfeited; the decline in prices con- 
tinued. 

Arrived— Ships Andrew Jackson, Comet, Gos- 
port, Anna Kimball, Nonpareil, Moonlight, and 
Crest of the Wave, from New York; Buena Vista, 
from Baltimore; Midnight, from Boston. 

Sailed— Fearless, for Hong Kong. 

The Moonlight reports the burning of a ship, 
supposed to he the Manitou, from New York, on 
the Atlantic in latitude 14, longitude 36. Several 
ships were around at the time. It is supposed all 
hands were safe. 

The volcano on the Sandwich Islands is still ac- 
tive. 

Very rich guano islands have been discovered 
Northwest of the Sandwich Islauds. Possession 
had been taken by the commander of the Govern- 
ment steamer Fennimore Cooper. 

A dispatch from Independence to the Republi- 
can, says a gentlemau who has just arrived, re- 
ports the emigrants at the mines aud those aloDg 
the route enrolling themselves into companies for 
Arizona and Sonora. 

There was a battle on the 2d of April, near 
Zuni, betweeu the Navajoe and Apache Indians, 
in which ten of the latter and eight of the former 
were killed. The Navajoes also lost 4,000 sheep. 
The Zuni Indians assisted the Apaches. 

Arrival of the Northern Light. 

New York, April 30. — The steamship Northern 
Light has arrived from Aspinwall with dates to 
the 2lst inst. She encountered strong northerly 
gales during the entire passage. She brings near- 
ly seven hundred passengers. 

A serious riot occurred ut Pauama on the eve- 
ning of Palm Sunday. The military were called 
out and remained uuder arms all night. 

Commodore Long, of the Americau tleet, at the 
request of the American Consul sent three hun- 
dred men ashore to protect American residents, 
hut their services were fortunately not needed. 

The U. S. frigate Yandalis arrived at Panama 
on the 17th inst. The Roanoke was to sail from 
Aspinwall on the 21st inst. for San Jose. The 
steamship Washington hence for San Francisco 
had not reached Valparaiso at the latest date, 
April 1st, and fears were entertained for her safety. 

Convicted of Murder. 

Braxtfobo, C. " W., April 30. — Two negroet' 
Moore and Over, who have been on trial for rob- 
bing the mail and murdering the carrier near this 
city about ten days ago, were found guilty to-day 
and sentenced to be hung on the 7th day of June. 
Alter the sentence was passed upon them, they 
made a full confession of their guilt. 



Ntw Vork, April 80.— The steamer City of 
Manchester sailed at noon to day for Cork and 
Liverpool. The steamer Fulton also sailed for 
Southampton and Havre, taking out two liuudred 
passengers aud nearly $100,000 iu specie.

Ta« Flood Abating-Tbk Rivbr has been steadily 
advancing in might since our last issue, until it has 
swollen to a flood of waters which will devastate 
the lower country, and prevent the planting of 
cotton, and poasiblv corn, all along the river 
route. During the past 43 hours the rise has 
been about 4 feet, making 25 feet water on the 
falls, and 51 in the channel below the falls. The 
weather yesterday, the first of Msv, was the most 
delightful, bright and spring-like that we have 
yet had this season. 

The present stage of water is only five feet 
four inches below the flood of last month, with 
the hope and prospect of the river’s falling by 
this morning. The nse during the twenty-four 
hours ending with fi ’oclock last evening, was a 
little over twenty-one inches, which is scarcely 
over an inch per hour. From five to six last 
cveniug, an hour, the rise was only half an inch, 
which is a fair indication that the flood is abating. 
The water was then a few inches over the curb 
stones of the sidewalk along Water street above 
Fourth, and in the houses all along Water street 
below Fourth. A further rise of fifteen inches 
wi 1 ! bring the water on the floor of the store of 
Ben. 1 urrett, at the corner of Water and Fourth. 
The Third street bridge is some four feet under 
water, and the only wharf space now left is the 
Fultz wfcarf, from the Third street bridge to First 
street The Second street bridge is high and 
drv. 

The Wenoua, which left Cincinnati yesterday 
morning at 9 o’clock, reports the river there 
slowly receding, but as she came down, found 
the Kentucky river still pouring out an angry tor- 
rent at its mouth, an evident fact that that stream 
is the cause of the increased and constant rise 
here. 

By dispatch from Frankfort, Saturday evening, 
we learn that the Kentucky was at a stand, or 
slowly receding, having risen to within 9ix feet of 
the last freshet. 

The river at Pittsburgh was steadily falling, 
Saturday, with no danger of more water from that 
quarter. 

The mail packet Moses McLellan, Capt. Erwin, 
arrived from Memphis yesterday • after 
noon, with a good trip of passengers. She came 
up over the tails through the Kentucky chute, 
and landed at the foot ofSecond street. To J. S. 
Woolfolk and Gus. Cbamagne, the attentive 
clerks, we are indebted for the latest papers and 
a memorandum. 

From Capt. Erwin af the MeLellaa, we learn 
that the Mississippi was falling steadily though 
slowly, from Memphis to Rickman. At that point 
it had again commenced rising, the rise coming 
from the Ohio. The Ohio was rising fast all the 
way, the towns of Caseyville and Shawneetown 
being flooded, and the river rising at the rate of 
two inches per hour. This was partially caused 
by another flood in the Wabash. 

As the McLellan passed down the river a week 
ago, the farmers all along the shores, in the vicin- 
ity of Hendergon and Evansville were busy plow- 
ing, and re-constructing their fences which had 
been swept away by the last flood. As the boat 
returned Saturday, the same parties were wad- 
ing about in the water which had overflowed 
their lands, and were busily engaged tearing 
down and piling away ther fences to save them 
Irom being wasned away by the prevailing 
flood. 

Fob Cairo and Memphis.— The fast clipper 
Moses McL«liau, is the regular Monday mail 
packet for Cairo. Memphis and all intermediate 
ports to-day. She starts at five o’clock, from the 
city wharf, in charge of Capt. Erwin, a popular 
boatman, with J. S. Woolfolk and Gus Cbamagne 
in the clerk’s office. 

^ Important to Doatmen— Explosions caused bt 
Electricitt. — The following if practicable, 
should c mmand the immediate attention of all 
steamboat men, and if true, we may never have to 
rec. rd another disaster on the western waters like 
the explosions of the Pennsylvania and St. Nicho- 
las. We copv from the New York Tribune of 
Saturday week, which gives the foliowiag details 
of a discovery made several years ago by Mr. 
Richard L. Lloyd of Philadelphia, and which has 
since the death of Mr. Lloy d, which occurred 
shortly after, been neglected until quite re- 
cently : 

Mr. Lloyd convinced himself by a number of experi- 
ments witii small iron vessels that the explosive agent, 
the presence of uiiieh scientific men had already detect' 
el, but coull not explain, generated by the decomposi- 
tion of water or steam within a boiler was electricity. He 
at It ng.h determined hi* theory by a more dangerous ex- 
periment. Introducing an insulated meta'ic rod through 
the top of a boiler, he evaporated the water In it under a 
heavy pressure, ceminuinr the fire until that part of 
e boiler expo, ed to It became red hot. He then 
pump 1 with his own hands a sufficient quantity of 
w-iter to cover the red-hot surface of the boiler — a pro- 
c ee ling which is supposed to cause an inevitable explo- ! 
sion — but no expl s on followed. He repeated the ex- 
p-rimeut with the same result in every instance. Hi. 
d ecovery met w ith a cold reception, he being ridiculed 
and called an enthusiast. This neglect, it is supposed, 
hastened hia death. 

A' u t ee years ago, Mr. George T. Parry, also of 
Philale'phia, hearing of Mr. Lloyd's discovery, which 
no one h id attempted to repeat, determined to verify it 
by eciual experiment At first he confined himself to 
small iron vessels, and finding the remit the same as 
staled by Mr. Lloyd.be alao resorted to the dangerous 
trial of a boiler. Inserting the insulated conductor 
through the top of an old boiler, which had been 
ir. use for reveral years, and deemed unsafe at a 
higher pressure than sixty pounds, he evaporat- 
ed th; water in it, at a pressure of sixty-eight 
prund , allowing the under pait of the boiler to 
become led hot. At this point he called five men to wit- 
ness this 1 set, and then a, one, no one being willing to 
assi-t at ihe trial, boldly pumped thirty gallons of cold 
w .ter iut-> the red hot boiler. As in the previous trials, 
the result was the same, no explosion taking place. 
Kutwithsiand ng all the ingenious contrivances to pre- 
vent it, boilers still explode under circumstances inex- 
plicable even to those who are supposed to be the most 
ctpabie of explaining the cause. If the discovery of 
Mr. Lloyd shad prove to be the true one, his name will 
be revered by a grattful posterity. Mr. Parry also de- 
serves tue highest encomiums for bringing the discovery 
before the public, and in endangering his life In a laud- 
able experiment which, apparently, would end in cer- 
tain deaih. It is stated that he has introduced metalic 
conductors Into several boilers in Philadelphia, and that 
:n -ther places, since the discovery had been made pub- 
ic, a number of owners have, as a matter of precau- 
tion, introduced them Into their boilers.
